Paris, May 14, 1863. 
There is some discussion in legal, rather than in 
literary, circles upon the new bill providing for 
authors’ copyright, which I analyzed in my last 
letter. The literary world (I include publishers in 


this term) are as well pleased with it as people may | 


be expected to be with compromise measures; but 
the gentlemen of the law suggest these defects for 
imperfections of the proposed law. The chief 
defects are the impossibility of applying the law 
in consequence of the difficulty of distinguishing 


original works from works made chiefly with pla- | 


giarisms, since Solomon, several thousand years 
ago, declared there was nothing new under the sun. 
There, for instance, is Sir E. Bulwer Lytton’s 
“‘Lady of Lyons,” which is drawn from Le Rac- 


commodeur des Souffiets, and his ‘‘ Richelieu,” which | 
borrowed some of its most striking scenes from | 


Count Alfred de Vigny’s Cing Mars; Byron’s address 
to the ocean (‘‘ Roll on, thou deep and dark blue 
ocean’) was taken from Mme. de Staél’s Cortnne; 
and Shakspeare’s noblest efforts were transform- 
ations of contemporary or older plays. Again, 
objections are drawn from the contradiction which 
exists between the article of the law which pro- 
vides that literary property is as much property as 
real estate, and the article which limits this pro- 
perty to an estate for years. 
property, say these carpers, which ceases to be 
property in fifty years? The fundamental objection 
to the bill is, that the perpetuity of title to copy- 
right provided will prove a dead letter in conse- 
quence of the probable refusal of publishers to 
enter into any contract with authors unless the 
latter agree to convey to the former their whole 


right and title in perpetuity to the publishers, so | 
that the heirs of publishers—and not the heirs of | 


authors—would receive the five per cen‘um reserved 
for perpetual copyright. It is hinted that the Gov- 
ernment may introduce a clause in the bill prohibit- 


ing authors from alienating their property in this | 


way, and making it a misdemeanor punishable with 


fine and imprisonment and avoidance of license in | 
any publisher to become party to any such contract. | 


The phrase ‘avoidance of license” requires expla- 
nation. Publishers and printers and booksellers in 
France are even more completely in the power of 
the Government than other professions. They are 
not only required to take out an especial license 
from the police, but the police is invested with dis- 


cretionary power to refuse the license without al- 


leging any reason except its own pleasure; this 
discretionary power is often exercised when the 
authorities think there are enough publishers or 
printers or booksellers in the locality where the 
new application is made,—just as a bench of county 
magistrates refuses license to a new drinking-room 


in a neighborhood where ‘bars’ are already nume- | 


rous to a nuisance; for books here are likened to 
intoxicating liquors whose drunkenness assumes 
the form of riot or revolution! 
‘martine never written his history of the Girondins, 


there would have been no Revolution of 1848; but | 


for De Beranger’s songs, the days of July, 1830, 
‘would never have witnessed the downfall of the 
Bourbon dynasty. The Government has the right, 
too, to withdraw the license without indemnity; and 
it uses this right not unfrequently. The last pub- 
lisher whose license was cancelled was Mons. Du- 
mimeray, whose crime was bringing out the pam- 
phiet of the Duke de Nemours, which was a violent 
attack on the Government.

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explanation given by the committee of the reasons 
which led them to except from the provisions of the 
law the works of dead authors who had departed 
| life many years before the present time. Corneille’s

quieu’s heirs are still living among us. Several 
of them are steeped to the lips in poverty; and it 
would have been gratifying to the literary world 
here to see them rescued from their present straits

by ancestral genius. 

‘It was impossible to consider literary property 
| without turning the attention to the master-pieces 
of our literature and without feeling a desire to 
| enable the descendants of those great authors to 
| profit by these favorable changes made in literary 
property. The sentiments of respect and gratitude 
raised by some illustrious names, the regrets, and, 
we are almost tempted to say, the remorse, which 
the misfortunes of the heirs of these illustrious 
names have often kindled, found eloquent orators 
| and general sympathy in the committeee; the sub- 

committee even thought proper to propose to restore 
to the heirs of these great men the lapsed rights of 
their ancestors, while respecting the consequences 
| of matters of history. A profound discussion was 

held upon this question. Those who opposed it 

paid proper deference to the feeling which had 
| raised it; but they insisted that the salutary non- 
retroactive principle of laws should be maintained; 
| they urged that this principle was grossly violated 
by a provision which snatched the works of authors 
who had been dead for centuries from the public 
(whose common property they had become) to rele- 
gate them to individuals as their private property. 
This doctrine found contradictors, who argued that 
| the restoration of a portion of their patrimony to 
the families of writers and of artists would, in 
reality, mulct only private interests sheltered under 
the name of common public property; that it would 
destroy merely rights in expectancy; that it would 
| Tespect vested rights; and that, consequently, it 

would not be in opposition to the theory of the 


| non-retroactivity of laws confined within just limits. 

The contrary opinion prevailed. It was supported 
| not only on the fundamental principles of our legis- 
lation, but it was likewise recommended by con- 
siderations of incontestable weight. It was shown 
that the commerce of books, if taxed with the pre- 
| payment of a copyright for works which for the 
most part are considered as classics and annually 
published in great numbers, would be obliged to 
diminish the number of copies printed, and, conse- 
quently, to raise the prices of them; that French 
publishers would encounter (at least for some time) 
| a formidable competition in foreign markets, where 
they would have to contend against editions which 
had not yet become subject to this tax. It was 
argued that in this regard the interest of letters 
was the same with the interest of trade. It is im- 
| portant for the honor of literature and of cur great 
| writers that bad editions of the master-pieces of 
our language, editions brought out at small cost, 
| should not have the preference over good French 
editions published at great cost.” 

I have mentioned the change in publishing which 
seems to be taking place, especially in works of 
light literature. The hearts of authors, publishers, 
and circulating-library proprietors seem to be glad- 
dened by the reform. None of them made much 
money by the cheap editions which have been in 
vogue, and the old women who keep circulating- 
libraries (the other sex seem to have a opoly of 
this business in France) were quite starved. How 
they regret the golden age of circulating-libraries, 
when all books presented the appearance of “a 
rivulet of letter-press meandering through a mea- 
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dow of margin” for five, ten, fifteen, and twenty 
yolumes! Those days have passed away :—shall [ 
say forever? I dare not, when I remember that La 
Claparéde’s and Scudery’s novels were diluted into 
as many volumes as Alexander Dumas extended 
his; but I think it will be at least a century before 
we see the state of things found in the French pub- 
lishing-trade from 1820 to 1847. The public at 
present will not hear of a new novel in more than 
one volume, not even if Mme. Sand’s name be on 
the title-page. Alexander Dumas wearied them, 
it appears, irrecoverably of long stories; and now 
they have such a phobia of many-volumed tales 
that Messrs. Hachette & Co. have actually brought 
out Mons. Edmond About’s last novel, ‘‘ Madelon,”’ 
in an octavo volume of 616 pages! They know the 
public are more afraid of number than bulk. I 
must say that many publishers here contend that 
this new form will not command favor, and that the 
public will bear no tale which is heavier than a 
small octavo of one volume of 350 pages. Our two 
largest publishers, Messrs. L. Hachette & Co. and 
Messrs. Michel Lévy fréres, think differently, and 
have determined to make an experiment to ascer- 
tain whether some more remunerative form to pub- 
lisher, bookseller, and author will not command 
public favor. I think their only hope of success 
lies in the revival of circulating-libraries. The 
French are no buyers of books. I have visited 
houses innumerable in Paris in quest of rooms for 
myself or for my friends, and I have never seen a 
book—much less a library—in any house. The 
walls of Paris, whereon all sales are posted, bear 
witness to this aversion from book-buying. I have 
day after day, for years together, examined these 
bills, and nothing is rarer than to see books men- 
tioned as among tlhe articles to be sold by the 
vendue-merchant. You find every thing else upon 
those bills. Mons. Hector Berlioz complains some- 
where (I am unable to lay my hands immediately 
upon the passage) that, whereas in England and 
Germany every house has its library of books and of 
music, in France you may go from mansion to man- 
sion without finding a book or a score. Mons. 
Eugéne Pelletan, in his last work, makes the same 
complaint. I remember old Mme. Cardinal (the 
best circulating-library keeper in Paris: she died 
a few months ago) told me that I would be asto- 


nished if I saw her list of subscribers, which con- | 


tained the names of the wealthiest and noblest 
people of France, and who one would have sup- 
posed must have possessed fine libraries. When 





Mons. Victor Hugo’s last novel appeared, the mem- | 


bers of the most aristocratic club of the city divided 
themselves into little groups of twelve to buy copies 
of the book, and to decide by cards the order in 
which they should read it; after it was read, it was 
sold to the second-hand books’ dealer. 

I have mentioned the success commanded by 
Mons. Octave Feuillet’s ‘‘ Roman d'un Jeune Homme 
Pauvre.”’ I have since obtained some particulars of 
the sales of his works. This novel has reached a 
27th edition. ‘La Petite Comtesse” has reached its 
12th edition. ‘*Sctnes et Comédies” have reached 
their 21st edition. ‘‘Scénes et Proverbes’”’ have 
reached their 23d edition. ‘‘Bellah’’ has reached 
its 8th edition. ‘‘Sibylle” has reached its 5th edi- 
tion. The fortunate publishers of all of Mons. 
Octave Feuillet’s works are Messrs. Michel Lévy 
fréres. 

Messrs. Pereire (the founders of the Crédit Mo- 
bilier, the Métel du Louvre, and the Grand Hétel) 
and Mons. Michel Chevalier (the political economist 
and traveller in America) are preparing a great 
encyclopedia, on the scale of the ‘‘Encyclopedia 
Britannica.” Possessing millions of dollars at com- 
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mand, these gentlemen are determined to make 
their work the most valuable encyclopedia pub- 
lished in France. None of the encyclopedias pub- 
lished hitherto in this country are worthy atten- 
tion. They abound in errors of all sorts. The 
truth is, that in works requiring patient, per- 
severing, and accurate labor the French are in- 
ferior to every other nation in the world. This na- 
tional weakness tells against them even as instru- 
mental musicians. All composers (and especially 
Mons. Meyerbeer) complain bitterly of the trouble 
they have in making these volatile, restless, impa- 
tient people thoroughly rehearse music. Mons. 
Michel Chevalier is to be the editor of the new 
work. He is at present busily engaged in recruit- 
ing contributors. Nothing has yet been determined 
about the form, size, or price of the work. The 
work is intended to be a great missionary of the 
free-trade and credit doctrines held by the founders. 
Mons. Gide (who has quite the monopoly of all pub- 
lications patronized by the Government) is to be 
the publisher,—which is equivalent to announcing 
that the work will be a very expensive one. The 
Government has just published the accounts of the 
Imperial Printing-Office, from which it appears that 
the receipts are 4,640,000f. ($928,000), and the ex- 
penses are 4,587,005f. ($917,401). Colonel Charras 
has the fourth edition of his Waterloo campaign in 
press. It will contain a vigorous, adroit, and sin- 
cere detection of the errors into which Mons. 
Thiers has fallen or gone. It is much to be re- 
gretted that some honest writer has not thought it 
worth while to expose the errors with which Mons. 
Thiers’s whole history of the Revolution, Con- 
sulate, and Empire is filled. The January number 
of the **Revue Germanique” (published here) con- 
tains a very able article of some 32 pages, by Mons. 
Victor Chauffour Kestner, which I would advise 
the American publisher of Mons. Thiers’s history 


to translate and publish at the head or in the ap- 


pendix of this work, for a corrective of its errors. 
Mme. Veuve Renouard has in press a greatly aug- 
mented and second edition of Mons. Aug. Dew- 
min’s ‘*Guide de l’Amateur de Faiences et Porce- 
laines,” with 450 wood-cuts, which will prove very 
successful here, where everybody with a long purse 
is crazed for cracked china, 
Yours, truly, J. 


WORKS IN PREPARATION. 

Francis H. Brown, M.D., of Cambridge, Mass., 
who has been connected with the army, has for 
some time been collecting materials for a work on 
the services performed by the Alumni and under- 
graduates of Harvard College in the present rebel- 
lion. The author intends to give a list, as perfect 
as may be, of all those engaged in the struggle, 
the respective ranks and honors to which they have 
attained, with a brief account of their term of service, 
battles, wounds, experience, and such incidents as 
may be of interest. Such a work cannot fail to 
prove interesting, more especially to the Alumni of 
Harvard, and, as a matter of history, will be of 
great value. The author does not feel that it is am 
undertaking for himself alone, but one in which, 
for the more extended honor of their alma mater, 
every graduate should feel an interest, if not bear 
apart. He will, therefore, gladly receive any data, 
histories, or incidents connecting the sons of Har- 
vard with the war. 


Tue Gipstes.—This singular race, yearly becom- 
ing diminished in number in Europe, like the In- 
dians in this country, have found a historian. We 
have had the opportunity of examining the manu- 
script of “‘A History of the Gipsies, with Speci-

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mens of the Gipsy Language, by Walter Simson. 
Edited, with Preface, Introduction, and Notes, and 
a Disquisition on the Past, Present, and Future of 
Gipsydom, by James Simson, of New York City.” 
A very interesting part of this book treats of the 
past, present, and future of Gipsydom, especially 
in Scotland. A good index is supplied. 

Turopore 8. Fay.—This gentleman, associate 
editor of the New York Mirror in its palmy days, 
and lately American Minister in Switzerland, has 
latterly employed himself in compiling a series of 
school-geographies, with maps, upon an original 
plan, which is said to be an improvement on the 
American and German systems. Mr. Fay will pro- 
bably pass this summer in the United States, when 
he may be able to arrange for publication. 


THE AUTHORS ABROAD. 


Tue Botwer Famity.—Prose by a poet is gene- 
rally of the highest class. There is in the compo- 
sition of poetry a constant and thoughtful quest 
of the words which exactly bring out the author’s 
purposed meaning, and this induces no small ac- 
quaintance with synonyms, and also with the radi- 
cal derivations of words. The prose of Milton, 
Goldsmith, Scott, Moore, Byron, Burns, Wilson, 
Macaulay, and Bulwer is all the better because 
these authors also wrote poetry. Almost all authors 
begin with rhyme, though few confine themselves 
to it. Oddly enough, the majority of actors, espe- 
cially of comedians and farceurs, have commenced 
with tragedy parts. Liston, in mature years, seri- 
ously played Richard III. for his benefit, and was 
wexed because its seriousness was laughingly taken 
‘by the public as the perfection of the mock-heroic. 
The late William E. Burton lamented, alinost tear- 
fully, that the world never gave him a chance 
of wearing the tragedian’s sock, as it insisted on 
his constantly appearing in the comedian’s buskin. 
When the play of ‘*Masks and Faces” was first 
brought out at Burton’s Theatre, New York, the 
character of Triplet (what Washington Irving called 
“the poor-devil authot”’) was taken by the manager 
himself. He played it with a certain pathos which 
was very touching; but the audience, accustomed 
to laugh at him, did not know what to make of this 
natural acting, and, to save the piece, the character 
was transferred to another actor, who played it in 
a funny manner and was very much applauded. 
‘This is episodal, however; for we desired to men- 
‘tion only that the best prose writers have generally 
commenced with writing verses. Sir Edward Bul- 
wer is a notable example of this. His entrance 
into the temple of letters was through the portal 
of poetry. His first public success was the winning 
of the Chancellor’s Prize Medal for English poetry 
-at the University of Cambridge,—the subject being 
Sculpture. It is a fine poem, though not included 
in his works. A little volume of verses called 
**Weeds and Wild Flowers,” and the Irish epic, 
“O'Neill; or, The Rebel,’’ preceded ‘ Falkland,” 
the earliest of his novels,—a tale of great power, 
‘but so warmly colored that, not without reason, it 
.is not in his collected works. It has been noticed 
of the poets who take to prose that few return to song. 
‘Milton is an exception, and Bulwer, whose parlia- 
mentary ‘‘St. Stephen’s” preceded his ‘Strange 
Story,” is another. Not many distinguished writers 
have had sons also worthy to wear the laurel. More 
fortunate than his fellows, Bulwer has at once an 
héir to ‘his fortune and his talent. By his unhappy 
;marriage with Miss Rosina Wheeler he had two 
children. The youngest, a daughter, died early in 
1848. The eldest, Edward Robert Bulwer-Lytton, 
is now in his thirty-second year. From both 
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parents he may have derived intellect; for his 
mother has considerable ability, though indiffer. 
ently regulated. This son, who was for a time 
attaché to the British Embassy at Washington, 
under Sir Henry Bulwer, his uncle, has assumed 
the nom de plume of ‘‘Owen Merediti,””—not cause- 
lessly, for it has been suggested to him by the 
pride of descent. The family claim relationship, 
through the mother (the late Mrs. Bulwer, née 
Lytton), with the house of Tudor and the ancient 
royal lines of Britain. Among these was Owen 
Gwynedd ap Griffith, King of North Wales, whose 
grandson was LYewellyn, the last sovereign prince 
of Wales. In the fifteenth century a descendant 
of Owen’s married a Llewellyn, and had a son, 
Meredith ap Tudor, great-grandfather of Henry VII. 
of England. Thus from these ancestors came the 
nom de plume **Owen Meredith.” The three crowns 
on the armorial shield of Lytton show this family’s 
hereditary pretensions to ancient and even royal 
descent. The poems of **Owen Meredith” (as he 
writes himself) are well known in this country,— 
thanks to Ticknor & Fields, who have included 
them in their beautiful ‘blue and gold’ collection. 
One volume contains **The Wanderer” and *Cly- 
temnestra,”’ and the other, a novel in verse, called 
**Lucille.” We believe that ‘*Clytemnestra’”’ was 
“Owen Meredith's” first published poem of any 
importance. It appeared in 185t, is a drama on 
the old and well-known classical subject, and is 
followed by a number of lyrical pieces which show 
thought, command of good Saxon language, and 
great power of expression. ‘* The Wariderer’”’ came 
later. Its dedication, to J. F. (John Forster (?), au- 
thor of Oliver Goldsmith: a Biography”), is dated 
Florence, September 24, 1857; and it records ina 
desultory manner and in a variety of metres the 
author’s wanderings and impressions in Italy, 
France, England, Switzerland, and Holland. Some 
of these poems are unsurpassed for tenderness and 
delicacy. ‘Lucille,’’ published in the summer of 
1869, and affectionately dedicated by the son to the 
father, is a romance of modern life in verse, ending 
in the French camp in the Crimean War, where the 
heroine, not married, contrary to the custom and 
tradition of novelists, follows the humane example * 
of Florence Nightingale, and fulfils what, under the 
circumstances of the story, is a higher destiny :— 
“The mission of genius on earth !—to uplift, 

Purify, and confirm, by its own gracious gift. 

The world, in despite of the world’s dull endeavor 

To degrade and drag down and oppose it forever. 

The mission of genius!—to watch and to wait, 

To renew, to redeem, and to regenerate. 

The mission of woman on earth!—to give birth 

To the mercy of heaven descending on earth. 

The mission of woman,—permitted to bruise 

The head of the serpent, and sweetly infuse, 

Through the sorrow and sin of earth’s register’d curse, 

The blessing which mitigates all,—born to nurse, 

And to soothe, and to solace, to help and to heal, 

The sick world that leans on her. This was Lucille.” 

Since the publication of this poem ‘*Owen Mere- 

dith” has not produced any separate work, but is 
understood to have assisted in the translation of 
some German poems. Chapman & Hall, the Lon- 
don publishers, now announce a prose work from 
his pen, in two volumes, entitled ‘“‘The Ring of 
Amasis: from the Papers of a German Physician.” 
This, we suspect, will be a tale of eld. There were 
two Egyptian kings named Amasis,—one the last 
Pharaoh of the 17th, the other of the 26th dynasty. 
The elder, who flourished nearly nineteen centuries 
before the Christian era, saved his country from the 
Hyksos, or herdsmen of Lower Egypt, and his 
hieroglyphic name was the Sun, denoting his vigi- 
lance. The second Amasis, who reigned B.c. 570, 
is named by Herodotus as having been friendly 
with Solon and Polycrates of Samos. We may 
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add that ‘Owen Meredith’s” father is now in his | amusing and satirical publication. 


His mother, an Irishwoman, is 
two years younger.

Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton | 


is the youngest of a family of three sons. The | 


first, William Bulwer, is an English gentleman of 
landed property in Norfolk, having succeeded to the 
estates of General Bulwer, his father. The second, 
born in 1804, is Sir Henry Bulwer, who entered the 
diplomatic service, and, after filling various minor 
offices, has successively been Ambassador from 
England to Madrid, Washington, and Constanti- 
nople,—being now at the last-named place. He was 
in Parliament for a few years, and is author of 
«An Autumn in Greece,’’ «+ The Lords, the Govern- 
ment, and the Country” (a pamphlet), ‘ France, 
Social and Literary,” and ‘“*The Monarchy of the 
Middle Classes.” In 1848 he married Miss Welles- 
ley, sister of Earl Cowley, now British Ambassador 
at Paris, and niece of the “Iron Duke.” 


R. Monckton Mitnes.—A collective edition of 
the writings of Mr. Milnes, including several un- 
published poems, is announced in London. Mr. 
Milnes, a well-known member of the House of 
Commons, is now in his fifty-fourth year, and 
graduated at the University of Cambridge. In 
1837, at the age of twenty-eight, he was elected 
Member of Parliament for the borough of Ponte- 
fract {pronounced /Jom/fret), in Yorkshire, near 
which are his extensive landed estates. His father 
sat for the same borough from 1806 to 1818. Mr. 
R. M. Milnes has represented Pontefract since 1837. 
It is understood that, like. his father, he has de- 
clined a peerage, though his mother was and his 
wife is daughter of a peer. In politics he is a very 
liberal conservative, in favor of religious toleration 
and free trade, and was eppesed to Lord Derby’s 
administration. In 1846 he brought into Parlia- 
ment an ‘*Act to establish Reformatories for Cri- 
minals,”” most of the provisions of which are now 
the law of England. He is a fluent speaker. It is 
as a man of letters, however, that Mr. Milnes is 
best known. In 1834 he published ‘‘ Memorials 
of a Tour in Greece,” which work has been fol- 
lowed by several volumes of poems after the 
manner of Wordsworth,—viz., ‘‘Palm Leaves,”’ 
“Flight of Time,” ‘Lay of the Humble,” ‘Long 
Ago,” ‘*Man of Old” (this last is of the Young 
England School, to which he belonged for a time), 
“Poems: Historical and Legendary,” and ‘Life, 
Letters, and Literary Remains of John Keats.” 
One of Mr. Milnes’s volumes of ‘Poetry for the 
People,” which to reach them should have been 
sold at six cents, was published at $2.00,—the 
wages on which an agricultural laborer in some 
parts of England has to keep himself, wife, and 
children for a week! Mr. Milnes is a man of large 
fortune, and may be said to occupy, in general and 
literary society in London, the position so long con- 
ceded to Samuel Rogers, the poet. His matutinal 
hospitality equals that of the Bard of Memory. 


Tur A Brcxets.—The late Gilbert Abbott a 
Becket, who died seven years ago, aged forty-six, 
will be remembered not only as having largely con- 
tributed to Punch, but as having anticipated that 





When he died, 
he was one of the police-magistrates of London, in 
which capacity he had given great satisfaction. It 
is seldom that a man of letters leaves children who 
inherit his talent and occupation. Seldomer still,- 
if they do write, are they found to follow exactly 
in his peculiar path. Two of Mr. a Becket’s sons, 
however (Gilbert and Arthur & Becket), would 
appear to have inherited his especial ability. From 
their pen is now announced, in London, a ‘Comic 
Guide to the Royal Academy,” to be published by 
Routledge & Co. The subject is extremely suggest- 
ive, and a lively publication may be looked for, 
provided that the pencil is employed to point the 
sarcasm and humor of the pen. 


M. Guizor.—The Paris journals say that M. Guizot 
purposes to propose Napoleon III. as a member of 
the Institute of France, and that thirty-five out of the 
forty members will probably vote for him. The First 
Napoleon was a member of the Institute, and, before 
he became First Consul, used to place the fact 
among his titles of authority. M. Guizot is publish- 
ing, under the title ‘‘ Histoire parlementaire de la 
France,” a collection of speeches delivered publicly 
during the years 1789-1848. He has also ready 
his long-promised work, ‘‘ Trois Rois, Trois Peuples, 
et Trois Sitcles.’”” Madame de Witte, who is Guizot’s 
daughter, has lately translated the speeches of 
the late Prince Albert, and published them in 
a volume in Paris, to which M. Guizot has pre- 
fixed a highly eulogistic notice of the Prince. Of 
course a splendid copy of this book was sent to 
Queen Victoria, who responded by transmitting the 
English copy, bound in white morocco, with the 
following holograph inscription on the title-page :— 
‘*To M. Guizot, in memory of the best of men, and 
with the expression of gratitude for the sincere 
homage he has rendered to him: from his unhappy 
widow, Victoria.” 


More Roya Autuors.—Prince Paul of Wurtem- 
berg published his Travels in the United States, 
and Prince Oscar Frederick, heir-apparent to the 
crown of Sweden and Norway, has just published 
a volume of naval lyrics, which are eulogized by 
the critical authorities of his fatherland. 


ALEXANDRE Dumas.—This author is about pub- 
lishing a metrical version of ‘* Romeo and Juliet.” 
That he knows very little of the English language 
has probably not seriously affected this adventurous 
translator. 


LIBRARY INTELLIGENCE. 

Tae Lisrary or Concress, at Washington, is 
steadily increasing the already valuable stores 
which nearly half a century of gradual accretion 
has accumulated. Founded in 1815, by the pur- 
chase of Mr. Jefferson’s collection of seven thou- 
sand volumes, it has since lost about thirty thou- 
sand volumes by fire (in 1851), and yet possesses 
little less than eighty thousand volumes. Not being 
a library of circulation, it has been the aim of 
its custodians to collect works of permanent value, 
keeping the additions of ephemeral publications 
within narrow limits. Of the whole collection, 
about eighteen thousand volumes are works relating 
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to jurisprudence, forming, it is believed, the largest 
law library in the country. 

The additions for the year 1862 amounted to 
four thousand seven hundred volumes. The annual 
appropriation of Congress for this library is five 
thousand dollars for miscellaneous and two thou- 
sand for law books,—which appears a small sum by 
the side of the £10,000 ($50,000) voted for the 
British Museum every yeur for printed books alone, 
besides Jarge sums for manuscripts, works of art, 
and antiquities. Moreover, the Museum Library 
receives every work printed in Great Britain scot- 
free, while the repeal of the copyright exaction in 
1859 leaves the Congressional Library on the same 
footing with the general public. We are no friends 
to the copy-tax system, but it would seem that the 
single copy of each new publication required by 
the present law to be sent to the Patent Office 
would be better deposited in the Library of Con- 
gress than left, uncatalogued and inaccessible, to 
gather dust in the Department of the Interior. 

An annual *‘Catalogue of Additions to the Library 
of Congress” is issued. That for the past year, 
now before us, numbers“184 pages; and we learn 
that a new general catalogue, both classified and 
alphabetical. is in preparation. An effort is being 
made to collect a series of American pamphlets, 
on all subjects, any contributions to which end will 
be acknowledged, catalogued, and preserved in clas- 
sified order.

AMERICAN ORIENTAL SOCIETY. 

Tue Annual Meeting of the American Oriental 
Society was held (in three sessions) in Boston and 
Cambridge on the 20th and 2lst of May. The 
Society first assembled at ten o'clock a.m., at the 
room of the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences in the Boston Athenzwum, Dr. Beck, the 
Vice-President, in the chair. About forty members 
were present. 

The usual reports having been submitted and 
acted upon, the attention of the Society was called 
to its losses by the decease of members during the 
past year, and, in particular, of its lamented Pre- 
sident, the Rev. Edward Robinson, D.D., of New 
York. A committee was appointed to prepare re- 
solutions expressive of the Society’s sense of this 
bereavement, and appropriate remarks were made 
by Prof. Salisbury of New Haven, Prof. Barrows 
of Andover, Dr. Beck of Cambridge, and others. 
The death of the Rev. Convers Francis, D.D.. of 
Cambridge, a corporate member, and of Prof. 
Romeo Elton, Dr. Edward M’Gowan, and the Rev. 
David C. Scudder, was also suitably noticed.

It will be noticed that most of the works named 
are comparatively of modern publication, leaving 
the inference directly deducible that among the 
issues of the previous half-century there were hun- 
dreds of books which, having ‘‘served their day 
and generation,” had, in a business point of view, 
“fallen asleep.”” Of such books as Peter Parley’s 
Series, Goold Brown’s English Grammar, Smith's 
Arithmetics, Olney’s Geographies, and vast num- 
bers of strictly literary productions, unquestion- 
ably an immense aggregate of volumes must have 
been circulated. Although perhaps past the reach 
of a wish, it certainly would be a great favor to 
American literature if the currency attained by 
the issues of our old-style publishers of twenty, 
thirty, or forty years ago could be furnished in 
some such form as that we have given above. 

Tue Journal of Mrs. Frances ANNE KEMBLE 
during her residence upon a plantation in Georgia 
as the wife of the proprietor is in press, and will 
be immediately issued by Harper & Brothers. It 
is the most thrilling and remarkable picture of the 
interior social life of the slaveholding section in 
this country that has ever been published. Our 
previous accounts of that life have been derived 
from outside observers, either sagacious and philo- 
sophic travellers and students like Olmsted, or from 
the English and other foreign tourists who were 
made to see only what the slaveholders chose; or, 
again, from the rosy stories told by slaveholders 
themselves, or by ‘‘ Southside” sympathizers. 

But this Journal of Mrs. Kemble was jotted down 
from day to day as she lived upon the plantation of 
which she was mistress. There is no excuse, no 
palliation of facts, but the whole system is laid 
bare and quivering before the eye. So faithful and 
final a witness we have not had. Even Uncle 
Tom's Cabin is only founded upon fact. The Journal 
of Mrs. Kemble is the fact itself. And thus, day 
by day, from the most unexpected quarters and the 
most impartial witnesses, the terrible truth is told 
that this rebellion to secure and perpetuate slavery 
is an insurrection against human nature itself. 

Hon. Georce S. Hitiarp, whose ‘‘Six Months in 
Italy” has passed through a number of editions in 
this country, and was reprinted in London (Mur- 
ray), may have the satisfaction of knowing that 
another work of his has become a classic in South 
America for the study of the English language. 
His ‘‘First Class Reader” is used in the higher 
classes of the Pedro II. College in Rio de Janeiro. 
This is the first college in Brazil. 

Pre-Apamite LireraturE!—Among the recent 
publications of Triibner & Co., London, is the 
translation of ‘An Essay on the Age and Anti- 
quity of the Book of Nabathsean Agriculture.” By 
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Ernest Renan, Member of the Institute of France?’ 
To this is added ‘*The Position of the Shemetic Na- 
tions on the History of Civilization,’ being the in- 
augural lecture of M. Renan on assuming the Chair 
of Hebrew in the Imperial Institute of France. On’ 
these the Clerical Journal pronounces that they 
should be read by all ‘‘who desire to acquaint them- 
selves with the merits of a claim to a literature 
older than the days of Noah, and to Adam him- 
self;” and the London Review praises ‘‘the famous 
Inaugural Lecture which led to M. Renan’s suspen- 
sion, on account of its ‘Advanced School of Chris- 
tianity’ tendencies.”” What M. Renan calls the 
Shemetic is known here as the Semitic race, which 
certainly has great influence in many respects, and 
especially in language, in the world as known to 
the ancients. Not having yet read the ‘‘Essay on 
the Book of Nabathwan Agriculture,” we cannot 
determine how far, if at all, it shows that there was 
any Pre-Adamite literature. M. Joseph - Ernest 
Renan, now forty years old, is an erudite French 
philologist, originally educated for the Church, but 
of too lively a spirit for that order. At the age of 
twenty-two, he published ‘*The General History 
and Comparative Systems of the Semitic Lan- 
guages.” He has also written other philological 
works, and some volumes of travels, besides contri- 
buting largely to periodicals and newspapers. He 
was elected a member of the Academy in 1856, 
and is son-in-law of H. Scheffer, the well-known 
French painter. 

Bisnor CoLenso.—The third volume of this pre- 
late’s attack on sacred writ is announced as in the 
press, at London. It treats of the book of Deute- 
ronomy separately. It will be published by D. Ap- 
pleton & Co., New York. 


AUTOGRAPH LETTERS. 

Amonc the warmest friends of Charles Lamb was 
his frequent correspondent, George Dyer, a highly 
accomplished scholar, who edited the ‘‘Greek Tes- 
tament,”” and two plays of Euripides, and also 
jointly superintended Valpy’s famous edition of 
the Latin classics in 141 volumes. Dyer was edu- 
cated at Christ’s Hospital, where Coleridge, as well 
as Lamb, was among his school-fellows. At the date 
of the following letter—from Mr. Dreer’s collection 
—Dyer was only twenty years old and Coleridge 
was twenty-three. Coleridge, born in 1772, died in 
1834. Dyer, born in 1775, died in 1841. Sir Thomas 
Noon Talfourd, biographer of Lamb, mentions Dyer 
as “breathing out, at the age of sixty-five, the 
most blameless of lives, which began in a struggle, 
to end in a learned dream.”’ The long letter from 
Coleridge, independent of its length, is highly cha- 
racteristic of the sanguine poet, full of literary 
speculations, and always willing to let others act 
for him. This, despite his ripe learning and great 
genius, made his life one grand failure.

NOTES AND QUERIES. 

A Book THaT OUGHT TO BE PuBLISHED.—Horatio 
Greenough was, in general intellectual power, in 
profundity of knowledge and genius, the most emi- 
nent of all the artists this country has produced, 
Soon after his lamented decease, his frierid, Henry 
T. Tuckerman, added another to the many kindly 
and graceful deeds for which the literary public are 
indebted to him, by publishing ‘‘A Memorial of 
Greenough.” It contained, in addition to a tasteful 
and eloquent memoir by the editor, a selection of 
papers from the pen of Greenough himself. These 
papers possessed very remarkable merits both in 
substance and in style. Many of the best scholars 
and thinkers in our country were their delighted 
and admiring readers. The last work Greenough 
did, prompted as much by his fervid patriotism as 
by his professional devotion, was to prepare a tho- 
rough and elaborate course of lectures on Art. His 
illness and death prevented their delivery ; but they 
were finished, and still lie awaiting publicatidn. 


| They are known to possess the greatest value, and to 





be most masterly specimens of thought and exposi- 
tion. Their appearance from the press is a debt 
due to the memory and fame of Greenough, which 
are now part of our national treasure. 


Writings or Horace Binney Watiace.—I have 
just finished reading with profeund interest a 
volume from the above-named author, published in 
1857 by Parry & MeMillan, of Philadelphia. Many 
of the smaller pieces in the work are extremely 
original and forcible. I have rarely read articles 
of such a thoughtful, liberal, vivid, and careful 
character. The two essays on ‘Art, Symbolical 
and not Imitative,” and ‘*The Law of the Develop- 
ment of Gothic Architecture,” are especially me- 
morable examples of his subtle, tenacious, and 
powerful thinking. Have any other writings of his 
been published since the issue of this volume? 


I HAVE for two years used “ Allibone’s Dictionary 
of British and American Authors” with great fre- 
quency, and have never till now failed to find in it 
all the information I had any right to expect. But 
in regard to Francis Finch, to whom, under the 
cognomen of ‘‘Palzemon,” as author of ** an incom- 
parable ‘ Discourse on Friendship,’”’ Mrs. Katherine 
Philips addresses one of her poems, the aforesaid 
dictionary appears to be silent. Who was this 
Francis Finch, or *‘ Palemon’”? Where, when, and 
in what form was his ‘‘incomparable discourse” 
published? 


Bircer’s ‘‘ Leonora.”’—Frequent translation is 
allowed to be the test of merit. W. Taylor, in his 
‘*Historic Survey of German Poetry” (3 vols. 8vo, 
London, 1829), says, ‘‘ Eight different versions [of 
‘*Leonora’’] are lying upon my table; and I have 
read others.” It is the hope of recovering these 
English versions Mr. Taylor then owned, along 
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with the ‘‘others” he had seen, that occasions this 
article. 

««Leonora” was composed in 1773. The English 
translations possessed by the writer are :—

London: 


American CataLocues.—Why is it that, with 
such almost unexampled literary fertility as has 
distinguished the American press, we have yet no 
American bibliography worthy of the name? The 
‘Bibliotheca Americana” of the late OrviLiE A. 
Roorsacu, covering professedly only a fraction of 
our literary history, and in four or five fractional 
volumes, with as many different alphabets, is to 
this day the only priced catalogue of American 
publications. Not to find fault with the bridge that 
has often carried us over uncertain places, it is 
still true that Roorbach is full of surprising errors 
and no less surprising omissions. Of the books 
printed in the United States from 1820 to 1860 in- 
clusive, it is far from giving all, and in what it 
does give, following the bad precedent of the 
‘*Lendon Catalogue,” it supplies no dates of publi- 
cation, save in a few cases. Thus one of the essen- 
tial elements of a good catalogue—indispensable to 
the identification of editions—is systematically left 
out. 

Trupyer’s “Bibliographical Guide to American 
Literature,” as expanded by the compiler in 1859, 
is valuable for its classification of subjects, with a 











copious alphabetical index, and its analysis of the 
publications of several learned societies. As the, 
work of a foreigner, it is entitled to great praise, 
while it sometimes corrects and sometimes copies 
the errors of Roorbach, whose work it moreover 
follows in limiting its retrospect to the year 1820. 
But it must always be of inferior value to the 
American book buyer and seller, since the prices 
quoted are in British currency. 

Dr. Attipone’s great ‘Dictionary of English 
Literature,”’ so full in its commemoration of Ame- 
rican authors, will go far towards filling a part of 
the void; but its necessary redundancy of British 
titles, with the fact that its plan does not propose @ 
priced catalogue so much as a critical bibliography, 
will leave a practical Bibliotheca Amcricana still to 
seek. 

It has been announced that Mr. J. Saprn is en- 
gaged upon a bibliographical work, to embrace all 
books printed in or relating to America prior to 
1800. Gladly as such a manual, if faithfully exe- 
cuted, would be hailed by the students of our early 
history as supplying the enormous deficiencies of 
Ricu, Kennett, Lupewia, Stevens, and others, it 
must be admitted that the idea of stopping at 1800 
in such a catalogue approximates the absurdity of 
stopping at 1820 in the ascending series of Ameri- 
can publications. What the American public wants, 
and has a right to expect, is a complete alphabetical list 
of all books printed in the United States prior to 1860. 
When this is once done, various special bibliogra- 
phies will be very welcome. Until it is done, and 
well done, the labor of American bibliographers, 
and the capital of American publishers of such 
works, will be to a certain extent misdirected. S8. 


Government Books.—Can any of your Washing- 
ton readers inform the public why the publications 
of the United States Government are of all books 
the most variable in value and the most difficult of 
attainment when wanted? In England, every man 
can buy any of the Government books at cost, in 
any book-shop which is accustomed to fill miscel- 
laneous orders. For a shilling or two, you may 
have a folio ‘‘ Blue Book” of one hundred to three 
hundred pages, containing statistical or scientific 
information which may have cost many thousands 
of pounds to procure. Large editions are not 
printed,—for in England readers are fewer than 
with us,—yet it appears that the sale steadily re- 
imburses the outlay for printing. Mr. J. R. McCut- 
LocH, at the head of this printing department of 
the British Government, says, in a recent publica- 
tion, that ‘‘the sale of the Nautical Almanac, the 
Army List, the military books for the War Office, 
&c., a good deal more than balances the outlay 
upon them; and but for the Record publications 
the profit would be very large indeed.” The latter 
reference is to the ‘‘ Rolls Chronicles,” and ‘‘ Calen- 
dars of State Papers,’’-—valuable but ponderous 
and expensive contributions to British history. 

How different the system in this country! Heavy 
editions of every document (seldom less than five 
thousand, often ten or fifteen thousand) are printed, 
not for sale to that portion of the public who want 
them, but for distribution at hap-hazard through 
the ponderous mail-bags of honorable Congress- 
men. Who get the books? In a vast majority of 
cases, the noisy politicians, the bar-room oracles, 
the idle talkers, the thoughtless class of people 
who read nothing but their newspapers. They are 
used to make votes. The quiet student, the man 
of scientific tastes, the intelligent mechanic, the 
young man hungry for knowledge,—these are 
seldom favored with a perusal of the volumes they 
could use so well. 
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_ This is one side of the case. It is a pity to be 

obliged to add that it is also the most favorable 
one. Yet it is undeniably true, or was until very 
lately, that the largest share of books printed for 
the use of Congress are never distributed at all. 
They are treated as perquisites, to be converted | 
into the largest amount of ready cash they will 
bring. The Patent Office and Census reports are, 
indeed, distributed widely; but then their commer- 
cial value is small. How many complete sets of the 
more costly works of the Pacific Railroad Explora- 
tions, of Perry’s Japan, of Gillis’s Chili, or of 
Emory’s Mexican Boundary Survey, have been 
actually given away in their respective districts by 
members of former Congresses? And how many 
have been sold to booksellers, at from one-half to 
one-tenth their cost to the Government? Doubtless | 
there are those who could make some startling re- | 
velations on this subject if they were brought to 
the witness-stand. 

In a late number of the London Saturday Review | 
we find one of the most valuable of recent Govern- 
ment publications—‘‘Ives’s Report on the Colo- 
rado,” issued in 1861—thus spoken of :—*‘* We | 
have before us a Blue Book which might lie on any | 
drawing-room table,—a quarto handsomely got up, 
with a solid cover, and with contents that more 
than redeem the promise of the exterior. It is 
illustrated by a series of engravings, al! well exe- 
cuted, some of them exceedingly interesting, and 
contains some half-dozen colored plates. The 
sketches on almost every other page give a far better 
idea of the Colorado River and Territory than could 
be given by any amount of verbal description. The 
Senate certainly seems to have appreciated their 
merits. Not less characteristic than the Blue Book 
itself is the memorandum on the fly-leaf:—*‘ Re- 
solved, That there be printed for the use of the 
Senate 10,000 extra copies of the Report of Lieut. 
I. C. Ives upon the survey of the Colorado, 500 
copies for the use of the War Department, and 500 
for the use of the officer commanding the expedi- 
tion.’ We believe that no English publisher could 
undertake to bring out such a volunfe for a guinea: 
so that from the order above quoted our readers 
may form some idea of the value of Senatorial and 
ministerial perquisites in the United States. Ten 
thousand copies would be about a hundred and fifty 
per Senator.” 

As commentary upon the above, it may be stated 
that the bookstores of certain parts of the country 
were flooded with ‘‘Ives’s Colorado Report” about 
a@ year ago, at 75 cents to $1.00 per copy; while 
now, owing to the fact that gratuitous holders of 
the “perquisites” have done selling, the book is 
scarce, and commands its full value. 

Now, is there any honest reason why the public | 
money should be lavished upon these costly and 
highly valuable works, to be thus dealt with by 
those into whose possession they come? Why not 
throw open the publications of the Government, like 
all other publications, to all who want to use them 
and are willing to pay for them? Could there be 
a greater abuse than a system which throws into 
the lap of a few favored and unappreciative readers 
most of the treasures printed at public expense, 
leaving it difficult and often impossible for those 
who want them to procure them at all? Is it not, 
in plain terms, taxing the people for the benefit of 
the demagogues? If any money is to be made off 
the publications of the Government, why should not 
the Government make it, at least to the extent of 
reimbursing its outlay,—thus returning to the 
pockets of a heavily-taxed people the hundreds of 
thousands taken from them per annum for the issue 





of public documents? We should then have some 
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assurance that the vast sums spent in the prepara- 
tion and issue of works illustrating the natural his. 
tory and topography of the country, as well as the 
more strictly scientific reports, were wisely ex, 
pended, and not, as at present, more than half 
thrown away. 8.

MISCELLANEA. 

Postage Stamps.—A French paper states that 
over two centuries ago (in 1653) there was a postal 
regulation in Paris whereby stamped tickets at- 
tached to letters, so that the postman could detach 
them on delivery, were used instead of postage- 
money payments. The price of each stamp was 
one sou, and they were purchasable from the por- 
ters of the convents, prisons, colleges, and other 
institutions of Paris. In London and Paris there 
is now a large sale of albums expressly made for 
the reception of postage-stamps, and their manu- 
facture, to a large extent, is one of the specialties 
of Messrs. D. Appleton & Co., New York. There is 
also a monthly ** Postal Stamp Magazine.” 

SuHakspgearReE.—A project is on foot in England 


| to erect a monument to Shakspeare in Trafalgar 


Square, London, and unveil it, completed, on the 
23d of April, 1864, which is the presumed tercen- 
tenary of his birth. That he was born on that day 
is not certain, though his ‘first appearance” must 
have been very close to it; but he certainly died 
on St. George’s Day. Considering that Nelson's 
column, commenced, also in Trafalgar Square, over 
a quarter of a century ago, is not yet completed, 
there is small prospect of a Shakspearian memorial 
being executed and placed by the 23d of next 
April. Art paces with remarkable deliberation in 
England. 

Pustic Recorps or ExGLanp.—Sir John Romilly, 
son of the late Sir Samuel Romilly, who was a 
reforming lawyer in England half a century ago, is 
official custodian,as Master of the Rolls (an equity 
judgeship), of the Public Records and State Papers 
of England. These documents are open to the 
inspection of literary and historical inquirers, 
whose number is great:—namely, from 1852 to 
1862, 1234 persons attended 15,571 times, and con- 
sulted 115,783 documents, exclusive of Calendars 
and Indexes. All this without payment of any 
fees. Selections from these Records are published 
annually (about one volume quarterly), and sold at 
cost-price. The under-mentioned volumes are in 
the press, or in preparation for printing:—a second 
volume of Mr. Brewer’s ‘‘Calendar of Letters and 
Papers, Foreign and Domestic, of the Reign of 
Henry VIII.,”” a second volume of Mr. Lemon’s 
‘Calendar of State Papers, Domestic Series, of 
the Reign of Elizabeth,” a sixth of Mr. Bruce’s 
‘*Calendar of State Papers, Domestic Series, of the 
Reign of Charles I.,” a fourth of Mrs. Green’s 
‘*Calendar of State Papers, Domestic Series, of the 
Reign of Charles II.,” a second of Mr. Hamilton’s 
‘Calendar of State Papers relating to Ireland,” a 
“Calendar of State Papers, Foreign Series, of the 
Reign of Elizabeth,” edited by the Rev. Joseph 
Stevenson, a third volume of Mr. Sainsbury’s 
**Calendar of State Papers, Colonial Series,” a 
second of Mr. Bergenroth’s ‘Calendar of Letters, 
Despatches, and State Papers, relating to the Ne- 
gotiations between England and Spain,” and a 
‘Calendar of State Papers relating to England, pre- 
served in the Archives of Venice,” &c., edited by 
Mr. Rawdon Brown. Four volumes of the ‘‘Chro- 
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nicles and Memorials of Great Britain and Ireland 
during the Middle Ages” have also been published 
during 1862. A dozen volumes are in the press, and 
will shortly appear. 

Tue first English book ever printed in Buenos 
Ayres appeared in that city last March. It isa 
gazetteer, guide, and directory,—all combined,— 
giving a tolerably clear account of the cities and 
provinces of the Argentine Confederation, and some 
notices of Montevideo, the capital of the republic 
of Uruguay. 

Ay O_p Newsparer.—In Pekin is issued—we can 
scarcely say published—a newspaper, printed on a 
large sheet of silk. It is said to have appeared 
with great regularity every week during the last 
thousand years. 

Verse-Writers.—The London Reader asserts 
that there are about two hundred thousand of 
Queen Victoria’s liege subjects in the British isles 
in the habit of writing verses. It adds, “It is 
but a small percentage of the verse actually written 
—and not always the best—that gets by any means 
into print. The rest is like the dead leaves falling 
into the forest and enriching or encumbering the 
ground close about. It is a still smaller proportion 
of the verse written—and here again not always 
the best—that takes the higher flight, from maga- 
zines and other periodicals, into the shape of books. 
Hence, notwithstanding that there are just 200,000 
writers of verse in Britain, the volumes of verse an- 
nually published in Great Britain do not exceed, 
we should suppose, a few hundreds. But this gives 
some five or six volumes of verse, at the least, 
every week for British critics to taste and judge of.” 
In this country newspapers are the safety-valves 
through which the excess of poetical gas gets vent. 


Lirerary RemUneration.—Public institutions 
sometimes have contracted views as regards the 
value of literary labor. In the University of St. 
Andrews, Scotland, the offices of librarian, quxstor, 
and clerk to the University are announced as 
vacant. These offices, as before, are to be held by 
one person, and it is stated that ‘‘as librarian the 
person appointed will have the responsible charge 
of an extensive library. He will also be required, 
as questor and clerk, to keep the accounts and 
minutes of the University, and to discharge the 
general work of Treasurer and Secretary.” The 
emoluments are to be $750 a year, with a prospect- 
ive increase to $900. Mr. Alexander Smith, the 
Glasgow poet, author of ‘*A Life-Drama,” &c., is 
better paid as Secretary of the University of Edin- 
burgh, his salary being $1500. 

Fetix BartHotpy Menpe.ssoun.—It is said that 
a second volume of letters from Mendelssohn, the 
musical composer, to his friends, written while on 
his travels abroad, will soon be published in Ger- 
many. The first series (lately published by F. 
Leypoldt, Philadelphia) was translated by Lady 
Wallace, mother of the late Sir William Don, the 
highest of actors, if not the best. 

Gertue’s Hovse.—The house, in Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, in which John Wolfgang von Goethe (he 
was proud of the ‘‘von”) was born, in 1749, is 
now being restored. The object is to make it what 
it was—in aspect, furniture, &c.—while he lived in 
it, achild. It is thought that the restoration will 
be effected by the 28th of August, the poet’s birth- 
day. He died, aged eighty, in the year 1832. 


Tue Russtan Coronation-Boox.—Of this illus- 
trated volume, giving full details of the ceremonies 
at the coronation of the present Czar, at Moscow, 
only forty copies have been printed. It contains 
& series of thirty chromo-lithographs, surpassing 
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in richness of design and gorgeousness of color any 
thing of the kind hitherto published. Without 
letter-press, binding, &c., the cost of these was 
$2v0,000. 

Boox-Binping.—Monsieur Libri, the great book- 
collector, has completed a splendid volume on the 
art of design, more especially as applied to book- 
binding, of which his collection furnished the ma- 
terials. It is entitled ‘*Monuments inédits ou peu 
connus, faisant Partie du Cabinet de Guillaume 
Libri, et qui se rapportent 4 Il’ Histoire des Arts du 
Dessin, considérés dans leur Application & l’Orne- 
ment des Livres.’”? The volume is a royal folio, with 
text in French and English, and is illustrated with 
sixty plates, chromo-lithographed in gold and silver 
The price of this volume in London is $47. 


Mr. Turate’s Mansion at Strueatuam.—The 
happiest years of Dr. Samuel Johnson's life were 
passed in the family of Mr. Thrale, the brewer, at 
his country-house in Streatham, near London, and 
in his town-house, at the great brewery (now Bar- 
clay & Perkins’s), in Southwark. After Mr. Thrale’s 
death, his widow married Signor Piozzi, a music- 
teacher, and Dr. Johnson, who disapproved of this 
union, then discontinued his visits to Streatham, 
where Mrs. Piozzi continued to reside. He had 
visited the Thrales during fifteen years. The 
Streatham residence was sold in 1816,—Mrs. Piozzi 
still surviving. The mansion was lately pulled 
down, and, a month ago, disposed by auction in 
lots of materials, in which mahogany and oak, 
marble slabs and carved chimney-pieces, silvered 
plate-glass doors and fine carvings, showed the ori- 
ginal owner's taste and wealth. In a secluded part 
of the grounds was a rustic summer-house, in which 
Dr. Johnson mused and wrote a great deal. This, 
too, has been destroyed. 


Tue First Encuisu Biste.—On the 29th of May 
there was laid, at Nibley Knoll, in Gloucestershire, 
England (the place where William Tyndale was 
born, in 1477), the foundation-stone of a column to 
Tyndale’s memory. He first translated the Bible 
into English, commencing with the New Testament, 
the first edition of which, executed at Antwerp, was 
printed at Wittenberg, and published in 1525 or 
1526. The only perfect copy supposed to be extant 
is in the library of the Baptist College at Bristol, 
England. He was burned, about 1536, on the 
charge of heresy. 


ArreR several postponements, the reprint of the 
celebrated Acta Sanctorum, which has become very 
scarce and consequently very expensive, has at last 
been commenced. This new edition appears under 
the title Acta Sanctorum par les RR. PP. Jésuites 
Bollandistes (du premier Janvier au 15 Octobre). Ré- 
impression textuelle publiée par les soins de J. Carnan- 
det et d'une réunion @historiens sous la direction des 
RR. PP. Bollandistes de Bruzelles. To be pub- 
lished in 54 volumes in folio, each of about. 1200 
pages, at the price of twenty-five francs for the 
first five hundred subscribers and of thirty-five 
francs for the later purchasers. Subscriptions are 
received by Victor Paumé in Brussels. 


A PRINCELY legacy has been left to the scientific 
world by Dr. Riberi, the late physician to the King 
of Italy. It consists of seven prizes of twenty thou- 
sand francs each, to be awarded every three years, 
for the best medical work in either of the three 
languages, Italian, Latin, or French. The term of 
the first competition will expire on the 31st of De- 
cember, 1864. ‘ 

Tue entire library of the late Prof. Escuricnt, 
in Copenhagen, remarkable for its completeness in 
the departments of Natural Sciences, particularly 
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of Zoology, Physiology, and Comparative Anatomy, 
in all languages, has been purchased by Messrs. 
List and Franke, in Leipsic, who are preparing a 
priced catalogue for distribution. 


Tue late Pavt Friepricu TRoeEMEL, author of one 
of the best bibliographies of works relating to 
America, published in 1861, under the title Biblio- 
thdque américaine: Catalogue raisonné d'une Collection 
de Livres précieux sur l Amérique parus depuis sa dé- 
couverte jusqu’a l’an 1700, has left a Bibliography of 
Schiller- Literature, which will be edited by Heinricn 
Brockuavs, assisted by Baron von Maltzahn and 
Professor I. Meyer. 


Tue celebrated political economist Micuet Cue- 
VALIER is, by command of the Emperor, engaged 
on a large work on Mexico, the principal object of 
which is to make the French people acquainted 
with the natural resources of that country. 


Tue Natural Sciences, and the literary world 
in general, have just lost one of their most dis- 
tinguished representatives, in the person of M. 
Moguin-TANvon, professeur a la Faculté de médecine 
de Paris, membre de UInstitut, de lV Académie des 
Sciences, de UV Académie de Médecine, etc. etc. M. 
Moguin-Tanvon has left a work which will be pub- 
lished under the title Le Monde de la Mer. 


Micueet’s lately-announced work, La Pologne 
martyr; Russie-Danube, is not a new work, but 
merely a reprint of a book published in 1854, with 
the simple addition of a preface, in which Michelet 
enthusiastically recommends the restitution of 
Poland. The book itself has no reference to present 
events. 


FRENCH LITERATURE. 

Tuat Americans should be inflated with ideas of 
the high position among nations which, with un- 
precedented rapidity, their country has attained, is 
natural. It is, therefore, with some feeling of dis- 
appointment that they perceive that in Europe 
their national importance is not measured by their 
own standard. The evidence of this is found in 
the few pamphlets elicited here by the great Ame- 
rican rebellion, compared to the mass upon Polish 
affairs. It is true, Poland is nearer France than 
America, and France may be called upon to take a 
part in a grand continental mé/ée, the result of 
Polish complications. 


Maisonneuve: Clinique chirurgicale. 2 vols. roy. 8vo. 
This work of the distinguished surgeon of the 
Hétel-Dieu, embodying the results of his experi- 
ence and observations in one of the best practical 
schools in the world, will be welcomed by his pro- 
fessional brethren. The preliminary historical dis- 
quisition is not without interest for the general 
reader. 
Lewall: Traité pratique d’ Artillerie navale et Tactique 
des Combats de Mer. 4 vols. 8vo. 

A vast mass of information, theoretical and 
practical, is here unfolded upon the subject in hand. 
The work is the result of extensive research and 
experience,—an embodiment of almost every thing 
connected with marine artillery. Two only of the 
four volumes announced have appeared, and if the 
two to come shall be as faithfully executed as these 
are, the work, of its kind, will stand unrivalled. 


Schaub: Excursion en Grice au Printemps de 1862. 
8vo. 

This traveller’s thorough knowledge of the his- 
tory, ancient and modern, of the country he 
traversed, qualified him as the narrator of his ex- 
eursion. But he evidently looks at every thing 
Grecian through rose-tinted spectacles. Other and 
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less enthusiastic travellers have regarded matters 
Hellenic through a less favorable but perhaps clearer 
medium. 

Premier Livre des Chroniques de Jehan Froissart. 8vo, 

This new edition—in two volumes, of which one has 
appeared—of Froissart, is published from a MS, 
found in the library of the Vatican by the Baron de 
Lettenhove, and presents readings varying from 
and fills up lacunz occurring in the text of the old 
editions of this favorite chronicler of the Middle 
Ages. It has received the commendation of the 
Historical Society of France, in its bulletin of Janu- 
ary. 

George Sand: Antonia. 12mo. 

The readers of the Revue des Deux Mondes will 
here recognize an old and an agreeable friend in a 
new dress. It is well known that the recent novels 
of George Sand present a higher tone of morality 
than her earlier productions. Of this happy 
change Antonia is a striking illustration. The 
matter is interesting, and the style marked with 
the grace characteristic of this author's numerous 
writings. 

Lefebvre (le Docteur): Paris en Amérique. 12mo. 

This reprint from the Revue Nationale has passed 
through several editions, and presents a strange 
jumble of the political and of the romantic, display- 
ing, however, no very alarming amount of force. 


Semenow: Une Femme du Monde. 18mo. 

This tale does not present a very flattering view 
of the manners and morals of Southern Italy—in 
which the scene is laid—during the period of the 
recent revolutionary movements there. The low 
moral tone of the work is in some degree atoned for 
by the brilliancy and vivacity of the narrative. 


Darwin: Origine des Expices. 18mo. 

The translation of this well-known work into 
French by Mlle. Royer, well qualified for the task, 
is read with avidity. 

Nicolas: Essais de Philosophie et d’ ITistoire religieuse. 
8vo. 

Among the trashy issues of the press, to encounter 
a succulent and substantial piece de résistance like 
this is refreshing indeed. The author has admira- 
bly epitomized the history of the origin of Chris- 
tianity, and has finely drawn the distinction be- 
tween religion and dogmatism. He is regarded as 
one of the most learned of the Protestant clergy of 
France. 


Littré: Dictionnaire dela Langue frangaise. 4to. 

This threatens to be a formidable affair; for 416 
pages bring us no further than the word breviarie. 
It, however, could not be in better hands, for the 
author has brought a great array of philological 
acumen and material to his undertaking, the 
latter of which he has been collecting for some 
years. The combination of the old and new mean- 
ings of words is managed with skill and displays 
extensive research. To illustrate Littré’s varied 
attainments, among his many works two only need 
be mentioned,—his translations of Hippocrates and 
of Strauss’s Life of Jesus. 


Proudhon: Du Principe fédératif. 18mo. 

This ‘‘principe fédératif”’ is here insisted upon as 
the remecy for all the ills of society. When the 
reader sees Proudhon enter the lists as the champion 
of the temporal power of the Pope, and remembers 
his tendency to paradox, he suspects his book to 
be a mere jeu d’ esprit. 


Max Valrey: Les Victimes du Mariage. 18mo. 


A clever novel, in which the characters are well 
conceived and finely delineated and the situations 
skilfully managed. 
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Bazile: Buffon; sa Famille, ses Collaborateurs, et ses 

Familiers, Mémoires. 8vo. 

The editor of this book, H. N. de Buffon, has 
ignored the fact that details of mere family affairs 
are, in general, wearisome to those outside the family 
circle. Bazile, the writer of these memoirs, was the 
confidential secretary of the celebrated author. 


Sorel: Le Couvent des Carmes pendant la Terreur. 8vo. 

This episode in the terrible massacres of Septem- 
ber is narrated with such minuteness of detail that 
the scribblings left on the walls of the rooms occu- 
pied by the victims have been reproduced. It is 
a historic monograph of mournful interest. 


Marteau: Caracttres et Portraits contemporains. 
12mo. 

La Bruy?ére, as is well known, in his Characters 
portrayed the leading personages of his day. M. 
Marteau also presents his readers with contempo- 
rary portraits; but Marteau is not La Bruy?re. 


Mary-Lafon: Le Maréchal de Richelieu et Madame de 

Saint- Vincent. 18mo. 

Mdme. de Saint-Vincent was the great-grand- 
daughter of Mdme. de Sévigné, and attained to an 
unenviable point of notoriety as the leader of a 
modish gang of sharpers in an attempt upon the 
honor and fortune of the old Marshal de Riche- 
lieu. The details of this scheme, graphically nar- 
rated by Mary-Lafon, have all the elements of a 
romance. Not the least interesting portion of the 
work is the letters of Mdme. de Saint-Vincent in 
early life, presenting, in their serene and pure tone, 
a striking contrast with the agitation and irre- 
gularity of the writer’s maturer age. 

Saint-Martin: L’ Année géographique. 18mo. 

A succinctly-executed compend of the narratives 
of voyages and travels published in the last year, 
evolving much curious information, geographical 
and ethnological. 

Defontaine: La Suede au XITXe Siecle. Roy. 8vo. 

A short historical disquisition precedes an ample 
and carefully worked-up body of statistics, drawn 
from reliable sources. As M. Defontaine eschews 
the political questions of the day, the politician 
will find nothing in his pages bearing upon the pos- 
sibility of Sweden mixing herself with the Polish 
imbroglio with the object of settling some old scores 
with Russia. 

Paul: Etude sur le Cantique des Cantiques. 12mo. 

M. Paul, maintaining the divine original of this 
production, enters the lists against M. Renan, who 
displayed no small amount of ingenuity and re- 
search to prove it ‘‘of the earth, earthy.” Both 
works will repay students interested in this obscure 
point of the Scriptures; for both are masterpieces in 
the department of Biblical criticism. 


Harembert: Code naturel de la Morale sociale, expliqué 
par la Céphalométrie et mis a la portée de tout le 
monde. 8vo. 

A revival, under another name, of the almost and 
deservedly forgotten charlatanry, phrenology. 


Cabantous: Répétitions écrites sur le Droit public et ad- 
ministratif. S8vo. 

That this compend of the political and adminis- 
trative institutions of France has reached the third 
edition, must be regarded as an undeniable proof 
of its merit. Though not precisely ‘‘a book which 
no gentleman’s library should be without,”’ it is a 
— which every French gentleman may read with 

enefit. 


De Lustrac: Christianisme et Socialisme. 18mo. 

M. de Lustrac’s views of legislation are theocratic, 
in consequence of his conviction that the doctrines 
of socialism, to which he thinks the world is tend- 
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ing, and of Christianity, are incompatible. Not 
only does he refer legislation but property to the 
direct guidance of the Deity, and maintains that 
the institutions of society are founded upon revela- 
tion. 


Tillitres (le Comte): Mémoires inédits, recueillis, mis en 
ordre et précédés d'une introduction par Ilipp 
12mo. 

De Tillitres figured in the negotiations which led 
to the marriage of Charles Il. of England and Hen- 
riette of France. His position and keenness of 
observation qualified him to furnish piquant pic- 
tures of the manners and morals of both the French 
and English courts. These memoirs are announced 
as having been found in MS. in the muniment-room 
of the chateau d'Harcourt. The internal evidence 
of style makes this fact somewhat questionable. 
Paris, as is well known, is the hotbed for the 
growth of spurious memoirs. 


Guizot: Histoire parlementaire de France, Recueil com- 
plet des Discours prononcés dans les Chambres de 
1819-48. 8vo. 

Two volumes of this work, replete with inform- 
ation political and historical, have appeared, bring- 
ing the veteran statesman’s career in the Chambers 
to 1832. To each discourse is prefixed, with the 
object of convenient reference, a summary of the 
events which elicited it. 


Uchard: Le Mariage de Gertrude. 12mo. 

What of ability there is in this novel—and there 
is some—is neutralized by its verbosity. It is, how- 
ever, a decided improvement upon the author’s 
previous work, ‘*Raymond.” 


César (Jules): Campagne d’Espagne. Traduction now- 
velle, par Develay. 8vo. 

Bibliographers have noticed that in a French 
edition of the Latin classic writers Cwsar is the 
first author reported épuisé. In a similar English 
collection Horace is soonest out of print. The pre- 
sent translation, evidently a labor of love of the 
accomplished attaché of the Library of Sainte- 
Genevieve, is executed with force and fidelity. 


Michel: Les Ecossais en France, les Frangais en 
Ecosse. 2 vols. 8vo. . 
The relations in former days between France and 

Scotland, arising from the unfriendly attitude of 
England to both countries, were very close. No 
man in France is better qualified by previous drill- 
ing, philological and archaic, to write the history 
of this entente cordiale; and well has his work been 
done. The large-paper copies of the work will pass 
inspection with bibliophiles the most scrupulous. 





Flourens: De la Phrénologie et des Etudes vraies sur 
le Cerveau. 12mo. 

The second part of this work treats of the brain. 
and its diseases, and will at the present day be more 
read than the first, which is devoted to phrenology, 
or, more properly speaking, cranioscopy,—a science, 
so called, somewhat passé. 


Malaguti: Chimie appliquée aU Agriculture. 3 vols. 
12mo. 

Few incidents more strongly mark the progress 
of the march of intellect than the tendency of late 
among farmers, European and American, to regard 
their vocation as a science and not merely as an 
art. This change of routine in a class.whose pro- 
cesses from the times of Columella till within a few 
years past have been stereotyped, is demonstrated 
in the circulation and appreciation of such hooks 
as this. Malaguti has been for ten years professor 
of chemistry at Rennes, and in this eminently prac- 
tical work gives no evidence in style of his Italian 
birth and early education. 5 
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De Mouy: Don Carlos et Philippe IT. 12mo. 

M. de Mouy approaches the vexed question of 
the death of Don Carlos with the determination to 
unravel the mystery, and, with this object, has 
spared no trouble in the examination of MSS. of 
the period. Of his conclusion the reader must 
judge. It must be conceded, however, that his zeal 
in his subject has induced him to make such a pro- 
fuse use of his materials as to render his production 
obnoxious to the reproach of tediousness. 


Sainte-Beuve: Noveaux Lundis. 18mo. 

Those readers who retain a recollection of this 
author’s ‘“Causeries du Lundi’” will welcome a con- 
tinuation, with a slight variation of title, of that 
piquant and instructive publication. Some six or 
seven volumes are promised. They are reproductions 
in book form of a series of weekly /feuilletons from 
the Constitutionnel, as also were the ‘‘Causeries du 
Lundi.” A quaint jumble of the turns of expres- 
sion of the 16th and of the 19th centuries, character- 
istic of Sainte-Beuve’s style, presents the form of a 
new language, which Balzac pleasantly named ‘the 
Sainte-Beuve.’’ His literary judgments are to be 
received with caution, when his laudation of Fanny 
and of Madame Bovary are called to mind. Does 
the praise of such material result from a tendency 
to paradox, or from an amiable disposition ? 


Blanchére: Répertoire encyclopédique de Photographie, 
comprenant par ordre alphabétique tout ce qui a paru 
en France et a Vétranger depuis le découverte, §c. 
2 vols. 8vo. 

Both the professor and the amateur of this popu- 
lar art are under great obligations to M. Blanchére, 
who certainly hasexhausted his subject. The matters 
treated of are arranged alphabeticaliy, which facili- 
tates reference. The work, however, is perhaps 
liable to the censure of being too bulky. 


Monaghan: Etudes critiques sur l Angleterre. 12mo. 

Ten years’ residence, with official position, in 
England, gave the author opportunities, of which 
he has thoroughly availed himself, of making an 
interesting book, particularly of that portion of it 
relating to Ireland. 


Mezitres: Prédécesseurs et Contemporains de Shak- 
speare. S8vo. 

The Shaksperian mine seems to be as inexhaust- 
ible as the Homeric. At one time the monopoly of 
the Shakspeare ‘diggings’ was in the hands of the 
English and Germans; but of late the French have 
set to work with great energy, and if they go on as 
they have begun, their critical labors will soon rival 
those of their predecessors. This is M. Mezidres’s 
second publication upon the subject, and, though it 
presents nothing novel to those previously familiar 
with the rich body of German and English Shak- 
spearian literature, will be read with interest. 
Vacquerie: Miettes de Histoire. 8vo. 

This is a happy pendant to the author’s ‘‘Profils 
et Grimaces,” signalizing the huniorous points of his- 
tory, as the ‘‘ Profils” did those of criticism. His 
hits at his contemporaries are sharp and amusing. 
A very pleasant episode occurs in the volume in the 
form of a visit to the island of Jersey, the home of 
Victor Hugo, the coryphzus of the romantic school, 
of which Vacquerie was an early disciple. 

Glaive des Couronnes: Roman traduit de l’ Arabe par le 

Docteur Perron. 12mo. 

The scene of this romance is laid in the East, at 
the period of the terrible wars which resulted in the 
triumph of Mohammedanism, and may be safely 
taken as a correct picture of the state of society at 
that stirring epoch. The reader will remark traits 
of resemblance in the feats of arms here vividly 
described and those of the contemporary Western 
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chivalry, in which, however, the couleur locale of 

the Oriental scenes is retained. 

Estraddve (le Docteur): Massage; son Historique, ses 
Manipulations, ses Effets physiologiques et thérapeu- 
tigues. Roy. 8vo. 

As the word ‘‘ massage” occurs in but few French- 
and-English dictionaries, its meaning—shampooing 
—may as well be given. Much curious research upon 
the history in ancient and in modern times, upon 
the subject of his monograph, is displayed by the 
author. Many valuable hints are given as to the 
cases when the process should and when it should 
not be applied. 


GERMAN LITERATURE. 
BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

‘* BrptiocrapPny is to the literary student what 
the light-house is to the mariner,” says Trisngr, 
in his excellent Bibliographical Guide to American 
Literature, a book which is so full of valuable 
information that it should be the favorite compa- 
nion of every American bookseller. Germany is 
busily building such * light-houses’’ wherever they 
can be in the slightest degree useful. Indeed, we 
have the promise of a ‘‘light-house of light-houses.” 
Dr. J. PerzHoupt, a veteran in the bibliographical 
field, having been for many years the editor of the 
Anzeiger fiir Bibliographie u. Bibliothekwissenschaft, 
announces a new work, under the title Bibliotheca 
bibliographica,—a bibliography of bibliography. 

This bibliography will be distinguished from 
other mere records of titles by the addition of ana- 
lytical notes and critical remarks. No work could be 
more welcome to the librarian and to the bookseller. 
As some time may yet pass, however, before this 
important work will leave the hands of its careful 
editor, it will perhaps be well to give an enume- 
ration of the most prominent bibliographical guides 
lately published, and forthcoming, in Germany. 
Pointing out principally such as have proved to be 
reliable and useful, we may dispense, in some in- 
stances, with special criticism, and recommend them 
in general.

Whilst Bruner is the 
most complete guide to the treasures of French, 
Italian, and Spanish literature, and Lownpves con- 
fines itself exclusively to books printed in or re- 
lating to Great Britain and Ireland, Gragsse excels 
in the information he gives respecting Northern, 
Slavonic, and Oriental, and especially the Teu- 
tonic literature.

This work is undoubtedly as important to the 
historian as to the bibliographer. . It is superior to 
any thing we have ever had in historic bibliography: 
Particularly valuable is that portion of the work 
under the title Vita, which embraces a complete 
index of the Acta Sanctorum, the need of which has 
been much felt. The second part of the work con- 
tains, as appendix, all the sources of the history of 
Europe during the Middle Ages.

A Manual of Spherical and Practical Astronomy: em- 
bracing the General Problems of Spherical Astronomy, 
its Special Applications to Nautical Astronomy, and 
the Theory and Use of Fized and Portable Astro- 
nomical Instruments. With an Appendix on the 
Method of Least Squares. By William Chauvenet, 
Professor of Mathematics and Astronomy in 
Washington University, St. Louis. 2 vols. large

Theory and Use of Astronomical Instruments, 
Method of Least Squares, &c., pp. 632. With

The author of this work—one of the ablest mathe- 

maticians of our time—has presented in these vol- 
umes his method for reducing lunar distances, with 
the necessary tables for its application. The defects 
of former methods are avoided by deducing a rigor- 
ous formula, from which is derived an approximate 
one, practically perfect, representing the true cor- 
rection of the lunar distance within one second of 
arc, in every case that can occur in practice. This 
formula is so arranged that it not only requires ex- 
tremely simple tables in its application, but also the 
tabular numbers require no correction for the baro- 
meter and thermometer, the corrections for the state 
of these instruments being introduced in a simple 
manner in forming the arguments of thetables. In 
the first volume Mr. Chauvenet has given a new and 
brief method of finding the latitude, which will be 
found useful to nauticalmen. In treating of eclipses 
the fundamental formula of Bessel’s Theory has been 
adopted; but the solutions of the various problems 
relating to the predictions of solar eclipses are chiefly 
new. The subject of occultations of the planets by 
the moon is here treated in a manner quite different 
from that of any other author,—the occulted body 
being considered as bounded by an ellipse, or by 
two semi-ellipses. The formula of Lagrange for 
predicting the transits of the inferior planets over 
the sun’s disk is rendered more accurate by the con- 
sideration of the earth’s compression. The author 
has given many important precepts for the guidance 
of observers, deduced from the labors of others or 
suggested by hisown experience. Especial care has 
evidently been taken throughout this work to ex- 
hibit the mode of discussing the probable errors of 
the results obtained by observations; and numerous 
examples are given of the application of the Method 
of Least Squares. Prof. Peirce’s Criterion for the 
rejection of doubtful observations, which is well 
known to American astronomers, is treated of in 
the Appendix to the work before us. The plates, at 
the end of the second volume, exhibit in minute 
detail the instruments now chiefly employed by 
astronomers. Although the scale is quite small, 
the great precision with which they are executed 
will enable the reader to measure from them the 
dimensions of all the important parts of each of the 
principal instruments. Tables of various kinds— 
many of them entirely new—will be found at the 
conclusion of Volume II. Another valuable feature 
of this work is its very complete Index.

This manual—decidedly American in its character 
—the author has endeavored to adapt to the wants 
of the American student; and, on account of its 
simplicity and unity, American geological history 
affords the best basis for a text-book of the science. 
Facts have, however, been added from other conti- 
nents to give completeness to the work and to exhibit 
strongly the comprehensiveness of its principles. 
It has been the author’s aim to present for study, 
not a series of rocks with their fossils, but the suc- 
cessive phases in the history of the earth,—its con- 
tinents, seas, climates, life, and the various opera- 
tions in progress. As many readers may not be 
familiar with Zoology, a review of the classification 
of animals, with many illustrations, has been given 
before entering upon the Dynamical History of the 
ancient life of the world. This work has been 
adapted to two classes of students,—the literary 
and scientific,—by printing the details in smaller 
type. The convenience of a literary class has been 
further provided for by the addition of a brief 
synopsis of the work, in which each head is made 
to present a subject or question for special atten- 
tion. In selecting figures of foreign fossils for this 
manual, those used in Lyell’s and other standard 
English works have, with few exceptions, been 
avoided: so that the student owning any of those 
volumes will have additional illustrations of the 
science.

This biography may be called the key to Black- 
wood’s Magazine, and particularly to the ‘** Noctes.”” 
In her preface the author says, ‘‘The many-sided 
character of the man I have not attempted to un- 
fold; nor have I presumed to give a critical estimate 
of his works: they must speak for themselves. 
Now and tnen, in the course of the narrative, where 
letters are introduced referring to literary subjects, 
I have made a few observations on his writings ;

Her heroine, Miss Cameron, is a charming and ex- 
emplary maiden, who is sustained by religion in 
some severe trials. As what may be called a reli- 
gious novelist, Miss Sewell is superior to Miss Sin- 
clair and Mrs. Ellis, and this, her latest production, 
is certainly her best.

It is seldom that the mere work of translation 
attracts much attention apart from the ideas con- 
veyed from the original, especially when the latter 
is a very racy work; but such was not the case with 
the very great number of reviews of the first edi- 
tion of this book which appeared in leading lite- 
rary journals in England and in Germany. In the 
leading German Review of foreign literature, a dis- 
tinguished Berlin critic decided that Mr. Leland 
had raised the art of modern translation to a new 
and higher standard, and that in his version of 
the most difficult of all German writers he had, 
while adhering very faithfully to the original, 
shown that it was possible even in such a work to 
be singularly vigorous, piquant, and, so to speak, 
original, himself.
